Collection From England 
Contains Famous Betts“

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Two of the 
finest violins in the world are safe 
in America today after much sub- 


terfuge used to get them out of 
England. 

J. C. Freeman, manager of a 
music store, brought them over 
with 220 others of fine quality, 
after having changed his passage 
a week ago from the Mauretania) 
to the steamship France in order 
to avoid trouble threatened by 
London instrument dealers and 
music lovers who were enraged over 
the discovery that the Waddell col- 
lection was about to leave England 
for America. 

The two violins which he guard 
ed closest were the “Betts” Stradi- 
varius, one of the four finest Strads 
in the world, and a perfect Joseph 
Guarnerius. Charles A. Read, the 
novelist, described the Betts as a 
“violin, a picture and a miracle all 
in one.” 

Both instruments belonged to the 
collection of R. D. Waddell, a Glas- 
gow meat pecker. In this collec- 
tion the finest in private hards, 
are two other Strads of lesser value 
and seventeen other famous in- 
struments. 

The price paid for the collection 
was $250,000 and the purchase was 
the largest transaction in musical 
instruments in history. The 200 
other violins were bought by Mr. 
Freeman in Italy, France and En- 
gland. The price for the lot, in- 
cluding the Waddell collection is 
said to be about $400,000.

dential election. 

Dr. Butler listed as among the 
pivotal States, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Maryland, Illinois and Missouri, 
and said they could not be carried 
either for a “wild” candidate or 
a “wild” platform. 


SEES RALLY TO COOLIDGE 

Dr. Butler expressed belief that’ 
public sentiment had rallied 
strongly to President Coolidge. He 
explained the election of Magnus 
Johnson to the United States Sen- 
ate in Minnesota as not being due 
to a change of mind among the 
Minnesvta voters, but to the stay- 


at-home Republican vote and as- 
serted that a Republican candidate 
for President running on a plat- 
form of “constructive liberalism” 
could carry Minnesota in 1924. 
“There have naturally been many 
informal conferences of party 
leaders and others interested in 
the welfare of the Republican party | 
since President Harding's death,” 
Dr. Butler said. “After talking 
with representative men from 
twenty different States and after 
hearing reports from the North- 
west and the Pacific Coast there 
is yoo ground for the opinion 
that the state of mind of the ccun- 
genere ie much more favor- 
ty disposed toward the Repub- 
licans than it was when Congress 
adjourned in March, . 
“The quiet and modest attitude 
of President Coolidge combined 
with his demonstrated alertness 
and firmness in tue discharge of | 
public business has rallied public 
opinion to his support in an ex- 
ceptional way. 


TROUBLE-MAKERS SILENCED 
“For the moment at least the 
cries of the trouble-makers, and 


the shouts of the self-seekers are 
silenced. As a result of these hap- 
penings, the Republican party will 
face the problem of the next year 
and the electior? of 1924 in a far 
more confident spirit than seemed 
posible six months ago.“

It is solemnly stated that the | 
intention of someone of sufficient 
standing to give his words weight 
is to propose publicly to the as- 
sembled governors that each one 
of them shall declare his intention 
not to take a drink of liquor, beer 
or light wine so long as the prohi- 
bition law stands on the statute 
books. 


Of course the supposed object 
of this attempt to put the govern- 
ors on pledge is that the people 
may have a high executive exam- 
ple of self restraint and volun- 
tary obedience to the law, It is 
whispered in Washington that if 
some of the governors learn in ad- 
vance that such a pledge is to be 
put up to them, they will not be 
seen at the railroad stations buy- 
ing thelr transportation to the 
capital. 

It is known in a general way 
that some few of the governors 
are not averse to taking a quiet 
nip now and then for their phys!- 
cal well-being, or for some other 
reason. Probably none of them 
would suffer if the occasional nip 


were foregone but there are ame 
who would hold that man even a 
Governor, has a right to take a 
oon legally come by if he wants 
0. 


There are American citizens to- 
day who have liquor in theif pos- 
session which cannot be seized by 
the government because it was in 
their possession when the prohibi- 
tory laws went into effect. 

Perhaps one has to go to nd 
to find a precedent for such pledge 
action as it is possible the gover- 
nors may take.

devouring sea of fire? The flames 
gradually reached the little green 
mound where the fag-pole was 
planted, but before it licked the 
pole, a Japanese servant attached 
to the Embassy saved Old Glory. 
That same banner now files at 
the newly established Embassy in 
the Imperial Hotel. 


TERRIBLE SCENES 
As the shades of dusk crept on, 
Tokio or the greater, and by far 
the richer, part of the city pre- 


sented a sorrowfully, magnificent 
sight. The sky was lit up for miles 
around and the hissing of the 
angry flames, breathing defiance 
and scorn at the weak streams of 
water that the fire-fighters were 
abie to direct against then was 
the predominant note throughout 
the night, occasionally broken by 
the cries of women, the agonized 
tones of a mother calling for her 
heart’s best beloved, a mnerver 
wracked girl shaking with sobs at 
the thought of having lost her 
family and the wailing of infants.

Thousands o 
men, women and children fied, 
half-clothed, to open spaces, pref- 
erably the parks and the wide 
stretch of ground between the 
Niju-Bashi (the Twin Bridges at 
the entrance to the Imperial 
Palace) and Basbasaki-mon, the 
wide roadway leading in the direc- 
tion of the Niju-Bashi. Temple and 
school grounds were avoided on 
account of possible return quakes 
and because of the danger of fire 
getting these buildings sooner or 
later. 

As hour succeeded hour, the 
sight of Tokio ablaze on all sides 
(an far as the eye could reach was 
‘awe-inspiring and fear-inducing. 
The heat from the blazing town 
was intense and every puff of wind 
fanned the flames to greater fury, 
i\geattered a myriad sparks in all di- 
irections, everyone of them a po- 
itential filremaker and brought the

exhausted with the experiences he 
had gone through in the space of 
a few crowded hours.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The De- 
partment of Commerce announces 
that the cost of government for 
the city of San Diego for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1922, 
amounted to $5,543,860 which was 
au per capita cost of $96.37. In 
1917 the per capita cost was $42.29 
and in 1914, $118.18, the totals for 
these years being $2,783,979 and 
$6,436,856 respectively. The per 
capita costs for 1922 consisted of 
expense of general departments, 
$33.66; expense of public service 
enterprises, $6.51; payménte for 
interest, $7.05; and for outlays, 
$19.16. The chief items among 
outlay payments were $470,000 
for water supply system, $400,000 
for highways and $600,000 for) 
schools. 


COST EXCEEDS REVENUE 

The total revenue receipts for 
1922 were $56,250,325 or $62.86 
per capita. The per capita excess 
of governmental costs over revenue 
receipts was therefore $3.51. 
In San Diego property taxes 
represented 63.3 per cent of the 
total revenue for 1922, 62.3 per 
cent/for 1917, and 49.7 per cent 
for 1914. The increase in the 
amount of property taxes collected 
was 19.4 per cent from 1914 to 
1917 und 41.8 per cent from 1917

MOST OF COAST POLLUTED 

“In the whole distance between 
San Diego and San Francisco, Mr. 
Pomeroy’s message declare, “there 
are but forty-two miles of unpol- 
luted. beach,—and too great stress 
cannot be laid on the fact that we 
of the South Bay District should 
band ourselves together in the 
adamant determination that there 
shall not be several outlets into 
the ocean, but that we shall keep 
our beaches free for all time by 
joining with Los Angeles at Hy-

These men, with their gaunt, 
unshaven faces, matted hair and 
stooped shoulders and accompanijed | 
by the traditional burro, 
spent their lives on the desert\ antl | 
in the great, rugged, dry hills Which 
border the arid. wastes. hey | 
never cease hunting for gold, 
apparently are content with 


faithful donkeys. 

One prospector was a woman 

„ who had spent many years 
on the desert. He is well educat- 
ed, Riley said, and is secretary of 
three mining companies with work- 
ings on the desert. 

Tales of the old deserted min- 
ing towns, especially Wickenberg, 
which once boasted a population 
of nearly three thousand but which 
now is a settlement of fifty res- 
idents, were told by Riley. The 
trip from the train station was 
made with a flivver.“

The plant will employ between 
200 and 250 men. All of the ties 


and timber used on the Santa Fe's 
western division will be treated at 
the National City plant and an im- 
mense amount of material fs be- 
ing assembled. By January 1 it 
is expected 30,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber will be stacked in the ma- 
terial yards here, representing an 
investment of $4,500,000. The 
ties and bridge timbers season rap- 
idly in this climate and will be 
ready for creosoting treatment as 
needed.

OLD MISSOURI INN

Distant as it is from the Oregon 
Trail, which has just held the at- 
tention of the country through the 
celebration of the first century of 
its existence, the old Santa Fe Trai! 
is now sharing interest with it 
through the dedication of the Old 
Inn at Arrow Rock in Saline coun- 
ty, Mo. This is the last surviving 
inn of the old Santa Fe Trail. Its 
rescue as a permanent monument 
to the early days of our history in 
the Southwest is due to the patriot- 
ism of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
— Revolution, who have done so 
much to preserve historical spots 
in various parts of the country. 

The old tavern at Arrow Rock 
sheltered during its service in the

Retirement of 


Union Oil Chief 


E. F. Chamberlain, for twelve 
years superintendent of the Union 
Oil Company in the Ventura dis- 
trict, yesterday tendered his resig- 
nation. Ill health is the cause of 
the veteran oil man's giving up ac- 
tive work in the field. 

Mr. Chamberlain is one of the 
best-known field men in Califor- 
nia. His association with the Union 
Oi] Company dates back further 
than that of almost any other man 
in the organization's employ. In 
1887, three years before the Tor- 
rey Canyon, Sespe and Hardison & 
Stewart companies combined into 
the Union Ol., Mr. Chamberlain 
was hired by the late Lyman Btew- 
art as a tool dresser on some of 
the first Stewart wells in Adams 
Canyon.

LONG BEACH, Oct. 17.—A 
thirty-day extension on the option 
recently taken by the Pacific Steel 
Company on land of the Los An- 
geles Dock and Terminal Com- 
pany, in Long Beach Harbor, for 
the erection of a steel mill has 
been granted the steel interests, 
it was announced today by C. J.

TRADE STATUS 
IS DISCUSSED 


Reviewer Gives Analysis of 
Market Conditions 


Some Think Business is Not 
of Active Proportion 
Others Say Return to Sound 
Footing Not Realized 


(EXCLUSIVE 

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The sud- 
den recovery on the stock exchange 
last Wednesday was not prolonged 
on similar scale into ensuing days. 
Indeed, the halt which followed . 
that day’s emphatic forward move - 
ment resembled so exactly the 
pause which followed the day or 
two of rapidly declining prices, a 
fortnight or so ago, that it seemed 
merely to reflect uncertainty of 
mind and vacillation of purpose in 
the business community itself. Nev- 
ertheless, the stock market's atti- 
tude last week provided a some- 
what striking contrast with its at- 


tior al City Bank in his descrip- 
tion of business of the moment — 
‘the most favorable the country 
has known since our entry into the 
great war, and I do not except the 
periods during or those imme- 
diately following the war.” Mr. 
Mitchell's conclusions was based on 


the considerations that American 
trade is now on a sound and en- 
during basis, as it notoriously was 
not in the “boom” of 1919 and 
1920 and that “generally speaking | 
our leading lines of manufacture | 
have been surpassing the records 
of war-time production.”

It is possible that the 
uncertain attitude ot the stock

stand how a business situation can 
continue quietly on a normal foot- 
ing. Experience since the armis- | 
tice may easily have created mis- 
leading standards, We have had no 
such thing as a quiet and normal 
business season since 1918; which 
‘means that we have had none since 
the war began in 1914. The whole 
business history of the post-war 
period has been made up of excit- 
ing “booms” or alarming “reac- 
tions” with incidental chapters of 
depression marked by entirely sub- 
normal trade activity.

Award of the Shipping Board 
contract to Standard Oil of New 
Jersey to supply fuel oil at a rate 
of 1,065,000 barrels a month dur- 
ing 1924 at a price of $1.39 per 
barrel, 6 cents less thar the open 
market price now being quoted 
by leading refiners for delivery in 
New York harbor, attracted much 
attention in local oil circles this 
week. Standard was reported to 
have underbid all other companies 
by a considerable margin. 

Early in the week the price of 
fuel oil at the terminal was re- 
duced 15 cents to $1.45 a barrel, 
so the Shipping Board-Standard 
contract represents a reduction 
from the previous open price of 21 
cents a barrel.

STILL PUZZLE 


Course of Grain Depends on 
Government Action 


Northwestern Farmers May 
Get Technical Relief 


Bull Movement Saturday 
Expected to Continue 


BY CHARLES D. MICHAELS 
[EXCLUSIVES DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—The immedi- 
ate and future course of wheat 
prices is dependent upon action of 
the government in its movement to 
aid Northwestern wheat farmers. 
The latter have a short crop and 


want more aid than any other set, 
and it looks very much as though 
they were going to get it. This is 
the, basis for the bull movement 
whtyn started on Saturday, and 
whi is expected to continue for 
some time. An advance of 5 to 
10 cents a bushel would be a 
good thing for the wheat farmers 
and is expected to be reflected in 
higher prices in Canada and in the 
world’s leading wheat markets. 
Such an advance would not be 
hard on consumers and would help 
producers. 

A decline in freight rates of 3 
to 6 cents a bushel on wheat would 
not, it is generally believed, bene- 
— farmers to any extent, as it 
might be offset by an advance in 
ocean freight or by lowering of 
Canadian and Argentine wheat 
price. Price fixing is regarded by 
grain leaders and busiress inter- 
ests in general as a bad move and 
is understood to be out of favor 
with many of the farm leaders. 
An advance in the import duty 
from 30 cents a bushel, the pres- 
ent rate, to 45 cents would not be 
possible, without considerable de- 
day, under a decision rendered 
the Solicitor of the Department of 
Agriculture, but Congress can pass 
a law fixing the duty at any rate 
it pleases. At present a little 
choice Canadian wheat is being 
imported by Northwestern millers 
owing to a scarcity of high-grade 
spring wheat in the Dakotas, Min- 
nesota and Montana. Cash wheats 
in Minneapolis are at a good pre- 
mium over the December, and dark 
No. 1 Northern is $1.21 to $1.25% 
and No. 1 Northern, $1.19 3-4 to

big revenue getter for the govern- 
ment. The tax on all grain trades 
on exchanges in the United States 
is 2 cents per 100, which on $1 
wheat is $1 on every 5000 bushels. 
Were the government to reduce 
the tax to that imposed by the 
Canadian government, 6 cents per 
1000 bushels, or 30 cents per 5000, 
a reduction of 70 cents on $1 wheat, 
it would be beneficial in increasing 
the volume of speculation. There 
are other factors which would also 
stimulate speculative trading and 
with an increased buying power,

In the world’s wheat situation 
there is little change. A major- 
ity of the European countries 
have raised more wheat than last 
year and will import less. The 
United States is the only big coun- 
try*having a smalier crop than last 
year, its reduction being 8 per 
cent. The government report is 
not expected to make a material 
change from the estimate of 
221,000,000 bushels spring wheat 
last month, and of an aggregate 
of 789,000,000 bushels for all

WHEAT IN CANADA 

Marketing of wheat in Canada 
continues of heavy volume as is 
usual at this season and its ex- 
pected to keep up so long as 
weather and transportation con.

liam has improved somewhat and 
large shipments of wheat are be- 
ing made to Eastern lake ports. 
Millers in the United States, with 
few exceptions, are understood to 
have good supplies of wheat and 
moderate hedges in the way of 
Hour sales. Export sales of wheat 
reflect a hand to mouth policy 
among the foreign buye as ex- 
port clearances are light and so 
far, this season, are materially 
under last year’s. The movement 
of wheat is the lightest at this 
time in more than five years and 
the visible supply ts the largest 
in recent years. Technically the 
short interest has been materially 
reduced and the general buying 
power increased.

show. The figures do not include 
the large agricultural populations 
of Russia, China, Serbia, Hungary, |

number of both male and female 
agricultural workers in the coun- 
tries covered is in India, where 71,- 
000,000 males and 34,000,000 fe- 
males are so employed and com- 
pose 72 per cent of the total num- 
ber of workers. The United 
States is second with 11,000,000 
male and 2,000,000 female agricul- 
tural workers, or 29 per cent of 
all employed persons. 


“CORK WOOL" 
„Wool“ is being manufactured 
from cork in Spain, and it may 
be substituted for natural wool in 
mattresses, pillows, quilts, etc. as 
it is cleaner and lighter than wool. 
Government officials at Weshing- 
ton have received from the same 
source information relative to a 
Spanish process for utilizing cork 
as a textile material. The Cork is 
empioyed in the form of very fine 
pellicles, of which fourteen go to

tially passive one. The rule 
that we learn to do dy 
doing is one of the oldest peda- 
gozical maxims in the world, and 
one of the truest. It applies to 
every form of knowledge and every 
kind of study. It is true that a 
well-devised motion picture will 
give the student a clear concep- 
tion of dress, manners, and cus- 
toms. It may help to solve knotty 
problems and to clarify confused 


thinking, but to assume that mere 


moving pictures will ever supplant 
text-book, the laboratory and the 
work bench is to assume the im- 
possible. One can no more master 
history, science or mathematics by 
looking at moving pictures than he 
can learn the art of swimming 
merely by watching the actions of 
the mian in the water. We learn 
to do by doing, and there can nev- 
er be any real impression without 
expression through the self-activ- 
ity of the student. 

But it is most probable, of course. 
that some enthusiastic blurb which 
caught my eye was the utterance 
of a gifted press agent, and not 
meant to be taken seriously!

LOS. ANGELES, Oct. 4.—I[To 
the Editor of The Times:] Ar- 


rangements are being concluded 
to reduce the Cahuenga Pass Road 
from an 11 to a 4 per cent grade, 
and for widening from 10 to 80 
feet, at a cost of $300,000. 

When the State of Illinois was 
gathering data with regard to put- 
ting to the voters of their State 
and hard roads proposition, and 
I having been a resident of that 
State, and at one time a Commis. 


of Public Improvements, 
was delegated te furnish them 


with all plans, specifications, cost 
of construction, durability, upkeep, 
etc., of the California hard roads. 

I first called upon the Chamber 
of Commerce, superintendent of 
hard road construction, and then 
the Auto Club of Southern Call- 
fornia. . 

After procuring all possible data 
I worked for several days down 
at the Auto Club condensing al) 
facts into concrete form, then in- 
to plans and specifications. After 
making a careful review of what 
I was going to forward I advised 
further with the Auto Club, when 
his statement was drawn out, 
“California hard roads are only 
temporary and for pleasure cars.” 
I could not help but indorse this 
statement, and so stated in my 
report, advising them to explicitly 
show a real foundation in their 
specifications to the voters. The 
hard roads were voted, and they 
sure have a foundation that will 
hold up. 

Now back to California. Should 
hard roads be constructed through 
every pass along present methods? 
Is it not a tact that they 
would soon be in a deplorable con- 
dition? In just such a state as 
the Cahuenga Pass, and has been 
in for many months, dangerous in 
daytime and unfit to pass over at 
night. 

Everybody knows the trucks are 
tearing our roads to pieces. But 
the more you limit the trucks ton- 
‘age the more you retard Call- 
fornia’s growth. Assist progress. 
Give the trucks a fair deal. Don't 
limit their tonnage but build real 


hard roads and keep California 
booming. 


Why bring down the grade in 
Cahuenga Pass to an easy grade, 
widen the roadway to 150 feet. Tn 
the center fifty feet put a founda- 
tion that will bear up unlimited 
tonnage for the use of trucks and 


busses and all heavy traffic, putting | 


in iron posts with chains connect- 
ing on either side the length of 
the pass, with a huge electric sign 
over each entrance, reading, “This 
entrance is for trucks, busses and 
heavy traffic only.” The other fifty 
feet on ether side would be made 
durable but would not require 80 
heavy a foundation since it would 
be,used for pleasure and business 
cars only. They would have fifty 
feet, all going the same way and 
returning on the opposite fifty feet. 
There would be electric signs di- 
recting likewise. 

By adopting this plan there 
would be no clashing of machines 
since they would all be going the 
same direction, and the trucks, 
etc., would have ample space for 
passing for the number passing 
through. This plan for a real hara
